tence him on Feb. 12.

PROWLING GANGSTER 
SHOOTS TWO IN KINGS 


Puts Bullet Under the Heart of 
a Policeman Who Tried 
to Search Him. 


Policeman Edward Murtha of the But- 
ler Street Station, Brooklyn, was warned 
by neighborhood rumtors last night that 
trouble was brewing on his beat. He 
could not run down the rumors to any 
definite source, but became watchful. 
About 9:30 o’clock he noticed a young 
Italian walking up and down again and 
again on Fourth Stréet between Hoyt 
and-Smith Streets, both nands in his 
pockets. and his eyes glancing. now to 
the right now to ‘the left. Murtha 
stopped the man and asked him what he 
was seeking there. The Italian mumbled 
an answer he could not understand.. 

*“ Got a gun?” asked Murtha, feeling 
of the man’s _clothing.to convince him- 
self before the fellow could answer.

BY INCOME TAX LAW 


Internal. Revenue. Commissioner 
Says Incorporated .Organi- 
zations Must, Pay. 


That the income tax: law is an almost 
inexhaustible-mine of surprises was dem- 
onstrated afresh yesterday when it was 
discovered that clubs.such ag the Union 
League, Metropolitan, University, Mid- 
day, and Lawyers’ were subject to the 


It is supposed that.Congress did not in- 
tend that such organizations, should:come 
within the law. but faifed.to exempt 
them through an oversight, and the re- 
sult is that they are taxable, according 
to an official determination by Internal 
Revenue Commissioner W. H. Osborn. 

A lawyer who is a. member of several 
downtown luncheon clubs noticed that 
the income tax law, in re-enacting, with 
some modifications, the older. corpora- 
tion excise tax.law, had been different- 
ly phrased and that there seemed to be 
no specific provision as to clubs of this 
sort. . 

In the former law returns were ,re- 
quired of all corporations except those 
** not organized for profit,’’ which ex- 
empted social clubs. In the income tax 
law the phrase ‘‘not organized for 
profit ’’ had dropped out, and in. its 
stead was a’ clause. stating specifically 


empt from the tax. 

These included labor, agricultural, or 
horticultural organizations ; mutual sav- 
ings banks, fraternal beneficiary socie- 
ties, orders or associations operating un- 
der the lodge system, domestic building 
and ‘loan associations, cemetery .compa- 
nies operated for the mutual benefit: of 
their-members, religious, charitable, sci- 
entific, or educational societies; busi- 
ness leagues, Chambers of Commerce, 
Boards of ‘Trade, and ‘‘ civic leagues for 
the promotion of social are.”’

The lawyer asked specifically about 
luncheon clubs, but undoubtedly all 
other social .clubs that are incorporated 
are in the same position. The fact that 
in this State they are usually member- 
ship . corporations, rather than stock 
corporations, would seem to make no 
difference, as the Federal law speaks 
of corporations without taking account 
of any differences in their form of 
organization. 

All returns. under the law must be 
filed on? or before Mach. 1, so that the 
officers and bookkeepers of social clubs, 
thus. suddenly awakened to a -require- 
ment they never dreamed of, will have 
occasion to get to work at once on. the 
compilations of their receipts and ex- 
penditures.

CASTILLO’S BAND SCATTERED. 


Constitutionalists Execute 22; Lead- 
er Fires’ Tunnel and Escapes. 


‘JUARBZ,° Feb.. 5.—Maximo Castillo, 
the bandit leader, after twenty-two of 


his men’ had been captured and exe-}, 


cuted by a Constitutionalist force at El 
Valle, near Casas Grandes,. to-day ‘set 
fire to the woodwork of the Drake tun- 
nel, which carries the Mexico North- 
western Railroad through the. conti- 
nental divide, and escaped to the moun- 
tains, according to an official report re- 
ceived here to-day. The men were cap- 
tured and summarily executed yester- 
day, the report says. 

The Drake tunnel runs through soft, 
earth, and the burning of the wooden 
sheathing may entail heavy loss by 


cave-ins. 

Castillo, a a joint product of predatory 
instincts an hwarted ambition, was 
formerly the chief of the bodyguard of 
the late President Madero.

He next removed what provisions he 
could carry from a. car loaded with 
supplies, ran the car on a high trestie 
end set fire to the car, whieh, with the 
trestle, was destroyed, 

With the flames behind him the ma- 
rauder turned his attention to the last 
remaining detail, the destruction of 
two locomotives which he had found~on 
a siding. The road at the point of his 
operations runs through lofty moun- 
tains and deep canyons, and there are 
many -high grades. Down one of these 
Castillo sent the locomotives. Their 
momentum was terrific when they 
reached a sharp curve and left the’ 
track, shot over the embankment, and 
fell, a tangled mass of wreckage, 1,000 
feet below.

,100,000 rifle cartridges, 10,000 car- 
bines, and 5,000 rounds of shrapnel 
shell for use in the campaign dgainst 
Torreon.

Cancer Victim Whom Radium 
Could Not Save Had Faith 
in It to the End. 


PRESIDENT EULOGIZES HIM 


Flags : Half-Masted itn. Passaic, 
Where Body Was Taken from 
Baltimore for Funeral.

BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 5.—Congress- 
man Robert. Gunn Bremner succumbed 
to-day to the cancer against which he 
had fought so Heroically. His absolute 
faith in the radium cure for the disease 
continued until he lapsed into unton- 
sciousness, from which he passed into 
death. en 

He realized some time ago that the 
disease had advanced too far in his 
cas6é for radium to effect a cure, but 
until yesterday discussed it with the 
doctors: and his family. When last Sun- 
day his, brothers were summoned to his 
bedside—two from Virginia and one 
from Canada--and they and his wife, 
Mrs. Edithg McLaughlin Bremner, and 
his. sister, Miss Helen Bremner, stood 
in his room, knowing that his death was 
only.a few days away, he still did not 
surrender. But he -realized that the 
battle might be lost and he said to his 
brother Léith that if ‘“ anything : hap- 
pened ” he wanted Leith to take charge 
of his estate and of the newspaper in 


edited, and see that his wife’s interests 
were guarded—the widow, who is a 
Canadian, is said to have no relatives in 
this country.’ 

He also requested that .the Rev. 
Father. Kernan, rector of a Catholic 
Church at Passaic, should attend his 
funeral, Mr. Bremner was not a Cath- 
olic, but he was warmly attached to 
Father Kernan and, they had been 
close friends for many years. 

On Monday morning he worked for a 
time over a bill he had introduced into 
Congress° to increase the safety of 
laborers employed in certain branches 
of industry. He talked on Tuesday of 
the legislation now before Congress to 
make radium available to the poor as 
well as the rich for the treatment of 
cancer, For the larger part of two days 
he had lain in a state of coma. 

The funeral services will be held at 
Mr. Bremner’s late home at Passaic, 
where the body was taken to-night.

By Mezzanine Passages Passengers 
May Change at Times. Square 
Without Golng to the Street. 


The Public Service Commission de 
cided yesterday, sitting as a Committe- 
of the Whole, to put an express station 
at Times Squaré on the B. R. T. Broad 
day line and to make the station, which 
will extend from Forty-seventh to For- 
ty-ninth Streets, a’local stop. This, ac 
tion will. be confirmed at the public 
meeting.of the commission to-day, itis 
expected. 

The station at Times Square will ex- 
tend from Forty-second Street down 
Broadway to Fortieth Street, thus 
paralleling the Interborough express 
Station ‘in venth Avenue, which will 
be between these two streets. Connec- 
tion between the two stations will pe 
provided by a mezzanine passage at 
Forty-second Street, and by other mez- 
zanine passages under either Forty-first 
Street ahd Fo th or both of them. 
There will be di¥ect mezzanine connec- 

tions between the northern end of the 
Broadway ‘station and the stations of 
the Steinway tunnet line and the shut- 
tle.service, which it is expected will oc- 
cupy the present Times Square station. 

The details of the plan have not been 
worked out as until the end of ‘he 
committee’s discussion there was a di- 
vision of ‘opinion among-the members 
as to the possibility of extending tne 
B. R. T. station north of Forty-seeond 
Street toward Forty-fourth Street, ac- 
cording to the plan of .Henry G. 
dycke, consulting ‘engineer of 
Broadway Association, - Chairman c- 
Call was. in favor of this arrangemrient, 
but when Alfred Craven, chief engineer 
of the Public Service Commission, rep-~- 
resented that to —- it would involve 
ij} engineering difficulties connected with 
the sub-surface structures and the ad- 
joining tg ge which would be very 
expensivs if not. impossible to \ovei- 
come, it was decided that the station 
must be south of Forty-second Street. 

The change in the original tentative 
plans of the commission was carried by 
the vote of 3 to 2... Although according 
to the plans at present under considera- 
tion the extensive mezzanine arrange- 
ments under the open area of mes 
Square, which had been suggested by the 
Broadway Association, will not be car- 
ried out. A traffic-centre of great Cca- 
pacity will be created at this int, 
reaching from Fortieth Street to Forty- 
third Street and, uniting Bicaderny and 
Seventh Avenue. 

There is somie doubt as to whether it 
will be possible legally to construct the 
mezzanine connection between the B. R. 
T. and the Interborough lines at.For- 
tieth Street. Under the law the commis- 
sion’ may construct a spur only Re feet 
long from the subway track as part of 
the rapid transit work, and this ortmit 
would leave a stretch of about 20 feet, 
which could not be charged to the sub- 
ways. Mr. Craven said he thought that, 
some way could be found of setting 
around this difficulty. 

It is likely that from the B. R. T. 
statidn there will be an entrance to the 
Metropolitan Opera House, and vy 
means of.the mezzanine under Fortieth 
Street it will be possible to reach the 
Opera from the Interborough ~station 

without gojng ap to the street level.

COMPLAINTS OF CRIMES. 

Police. Commissioners have. succtes- 
sively complained that there are not 
enough patrolmen per unit of. popu- 
lation, and that outlying districts, and 
some thickly settled districts, suffer 
epidemics of crime because  in- 
sufficiently patrolled. Commissioner 
WaLpo was the first to keep periodic 
records. of complaints of burglaries 
and other crimes in specified dis- 
tricts' in order that these’ might be 
compared with the complaints in cor- 
responding periods of previous years. 
Statistics of this sort are useful when 
the time comes to ask the Board of 
Estimate for additions to the. force, 
and they aid the Commissioner in 
distributing his men where most 
needed. 

Not all complaints are of crimes 
actually committed. But the ratios 
of complaints from quarter to quarter 
and from year to year supply accu- 
rate gauges of relative criminality. 
We trust that Police Commissioner 
McKay, in reforming the system of 
handling complaints, will continue the 
recording of the figures by. districts. 











THE DEPARTMENT OF LABOR. 

Secretary Witson’s first annual re- 
port asks. for more liberal support by 
Congress and laments that his serv- 
ices have not proved acceptable in so 
many cases. The Secretary has: done 
his best, and with the.best of inten- 
tions. That he has done. much may 
be conceded freely, and yet he admits 
that he has ‘not satisfied himself. Is 
it not possible that«he has tried too 
hard to please those in whose inter- 
ests -he thought he. was appointed? 
Surely -it- was ‘an’ excess: of zeal for 
this high officer of State to. ad- 
dress the American Federation! of La- 
bor not in the familiar form, ‘“ fellow- 
citizens,” but -.as . “ fellow-unionists.” 
He declared ‘his purpose to be to co- 
operate “with the great trades union 
**movement in its effort to elevate the 
“standard of human. society.” The 
power of organized capital, he said, 
was crushing the toilers, and the De- 
partment: of Labor “ will utilize every- 
thing in its power to prevent it.” For 
specification he gave the copper strike 
in Michigan. The copper mines were 
held by virtue of laws which might 
be changed so ag to change the. own- 
ership. Laws are for the benefit of 
society. If owners of property lose 
sight cf that fact, society may change 
the titles to property. What was want- 
ed in this particular case was collect- 
ive bargaining whereby wage earners 
might bargain for a share of the 
profits. His facts as to those profits 
have been since denied, and employ- 
ers have, as he says, shown reluctance 
to accept his department’s seryices as 
an impartial intervener. 

So much has been accomplished that 
more might be done if the department 
were animated more by regard for the 
community as a whole than by sym- 
pathy for special classes. The Secre- 
tary is mistaken, we think, in his idea 
that employers object to collective 
bargaining in principle. ‘Their’ objec- 
tion looks beyond the principle to the 
manner,in which it is applied; which 
the Secretary rightly’ describes as 
“private warfare.” There has been 
martial law in more than one State 
and fatal shootings in half a ‘dozen. 
The weapons were not all carried by 
elther side. The organization of the 
strikers has been able to hold its own 
with everything except the militia and 
the private. guards of-the capitalists. 
The police have, proved. ineffectual in 
many cases: The reason ‘is not that 
the employers have sought to coerce 
unwilling workers, but. that the col- 
lective bargainers. were unwilling that 
any should . work ‘except by. their 
license. 

The welfare of society .is -hardly ad- 
vanced any better by this method than 
by the Secretary's proposal, in com- 
mon ‘with. President ROoosEVELT, to 
reconsider society’s attitude toward 
property. When collective: ‘bargainers | , 
take the field with arms, society. must 
choose between "the ‘tyranny. of. the 
unjon ‘and the asgertion of ‘the su- 
premacy. of the law. by whatever means 
tay be necessary. If. ‘the unions ae 
wnable to exercise, self-restraint, : 
becomes necessary to. impose ariset 
upon them. Otherwise organized labor

AN EXPRESS STATION “AT TIMES: 
SQUARE. 

- Good. counsel. and. good sense -pre- 
vailed in the decision of the Public 
Service Commission to place an ex- 
press station of the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit. Company’s new Broadway 
Mine: at Titmes Square. The alterna- 
tive plan of a local station at Times 
Square and an express station at 





Forty-ninth Street had few advocates | 


and no successful defenders. The ex- 
press: station. will now be put where it 
belongs, at the intersection of a great 
crosstown route of travel, and for put- 
ting it there the Commission will have 
the thanks of millions now in being 
and of many more millions yet to be. 

The decision taken, yesterday is a 
victory, for those who have contended 
for an express station at the southerly 
end of Times Square. It is not a com- 
plete victory, since the public conven- 
fence would be better served by an ex- 
press station north of Forty-second 
Street, but the Commission urges 
great engineering difficulties as an 
objection to the choice of that site. 
The express station platform on the 
lower level will extend from Forty- 
second Street southerly to Fortieth 
Street. There will be a _ connection 
with the corresponding express sta- 
tion of the Interborough’s Seventh 
Avenue line at Fortieth Street, prob- 
ably, and there will be communication 
between the two stations also at For- 
ty-second Street. 

Coming up: from the second level, 
passengers will have access to the 
present Times Square station plat- 
form of the Interborough by crossing 
a platform’ at the mezzanine level 
constructed under Forty-second Street. 
This is important, for it provides fa- 
cilities for reaching the north side of 
Forty-second Street without encoun- 
tering the obstacle of the surface 
traffic. An immense majority of the 
passengers taking or leaving trains of 
this line at Times Square will doubt- 
less use this mezzanine platform, for 
the bulk of ‘the traffic originates in 
Times Square. It will be necessary, 
therefore, to provide ample stairways 
for entrance and exit north of Forty- 
second Street. But for construction 
difficulties: there “can be no question 
that the station itself should and 
would have been placed north of that 
street, but the distance to be trav- 
ersed is inconsiderable, and the public 
gain in having an express station in- 
stead of a local station at Times 
Square is so great that minor incon- 
veniences will be overlooked. 








THE THREE THOMASES. 

Promise of a new Tammany trium- 
virate was short-lived. On Wednes- 
day the approaching apportionment of 
the leadership among Messrs. ‘Fouey, 
McAvor, an@’ Ssrtu;"“aN ~ christeried 
THOMAS, Was ann aced, Yesterday it 
was proclaimed ‘that Mr. Murpryr 
would remain in control for the re- 
mainder of his life, and the rumor 
about the three Thomases was brand- 
ed as false. Perhaps it is just as well 
that there should be no triumvirate, 
though the possible length of Mr. 
Murpuy’s tenure is another story. 

Triumvirates are traditionally weak. 
There is apt to be a Lepidus, while 
the Antony and Octavianus are almost 
sure to disagree. ‘It may be remem- 
bered that a triumvirate guarded the 
fortunes of Tammany when Mr. Cro- 
retired, though public remem- 
brance of the identity of the members 
is very hazy. Mr. DEVERy called them 
“two-spot,” ‘‘sport,” and “ joker,” 
and under those labels they will live 
in history, if they survive at all. The 
famous old question of Cocker’s 
Arithmetic, “If one man can do a 
“ piece of work in ten days, how long 
“ will it take three men to do the same 
“ piece of work?” might be applied to 
political triumvirates, but the true an- 
swer would not be the late Mr. Coox- 
ER’s answer. Three men, in that case, 
would need much more time than one 
to do the work, if, indeed, they were 
able to do it at all. 








THE CHARITY BALL. 

Within the memory of New Yorkers 
who- refuse to call themselves elderly 
the Charity Ball was the most’ brill- 
fant and “exclusive” public - social 
entertainment. of the Winter. It was 
the season's crowning event, and they 
who were named annually among. its 
patrons and patronesses were beyond 
question socially distinguished and -fit 
to be called “leaders.” The fifty- 
seventh Charity. Ball was given last 
night, and one.cannot glance over its 
list of patrons without noting that So- 
ciety, in the limited sense of the word, 
still lends -its. sanction to ‘this. long-es- 
tablished function, although many 
years have passed since a Charity Ball 
patron was necessarily representative 
of exclusive Society.

At 
any rate, RopMaN WANAMAKER has had 
nv- difficulty in finding support among 
both the makers and the operators of 
aeroplanes for the carefully considered 
plan announced yesterday. A machine 
with the power and capacity for carry- 
ing two men across the Atlantic has 
been promised to him, and it is obvious 
that he will not have trouble in finding 
voyagers ready to take the involved 
risks. 

It is true that nobody has yet flown 
as fast and as far as the journey from 
Newfoundland to Ireland necessitates, 
but the ‘“‘records” are not far behind, 
and they are gaining fast. An exhibi- 
tion flight of more than fourteen hours 
has just been made, and aeroplanes, 
one with six passengers and another 
with eleven, have recently attained 
great heights and remained there for 
considerable periods. 

Of course the scheme is audacious, 
but it is not necessarily doomed to 
failure on that account. It must be re- 
membered, too, that, as President Haw- 
LEY of the Aero Club said the other day 
in commenting on Nites regaining con- 
trol of a capsized machine, ‘‘ We have 
found the way to. safety by more dar- 
ing, instead of by less of it. By going 
far beyond every known margin of 
safety. the brave man finds new. forces 
to help him in the zones where the timid 
were sure: inevitable death was lurk- 
ing.”

With the new valuation put on life, 
we have practically, if not. theoretically, 
agreed that death must be fought as 
hard and as long as possible in every 
case except that of the murderer, and 
even him we kill with an ever-growing 
compunction. And whoever says “ un- 
fit” must be prepared to answer the 
question, ‘‘ Unfit for what?” 

Civilization has found uses for the 
weak of body, and even for the weak of 
mind, and, for a while at least, it 
would be terribly embarrassed if de- 
prived of their services. Defectiveness 
in one direction, too, is often accom- 
panied by compensating efficiency in 
another. 

But while deliberately to “‘ let a lot of 
them die’’ shocks the spirit of the age, 
by common agreement we are turning, 
scientists not less than sentimentalists, 
more and more from the thought of 
curing our social ills to that of pre- 
venting them—from attempting to re- 
store in all its cruelty and harshness 
the selective death rate of the past to 
instituting the selective birth rate of 
the future—from the mitigating of evil 
results to. the removal of their causes.

The Associated Press is to be congrat- 
ulated upon the attacks made on_ it. 
Only a few weeks ago it was libeled by 
The Masses, for which the editors are 
to answer in court; and to-day it is The 
Sun that has carried out its oft-rumored 
intention of asking for a prosecution 
urder the Sherman Anti-Trust law. It 
has so long been the habit of irrespon- 
sible Congressmen to assail The Asso- 
ciated Press upon the ground’ that it 
is a news trust, or monopoly, that, as 
a member of the Associated Press, The 
Evening Post heartily ~welcomes. a re- 
view of its activities by the law officers 
of the Government. We do not know of 
a single member of this association who 
would wittingly violate the law of the 
land, or who would not be glad to be in- 
formed of anything done in contraven- 
tion of the statutes: If by these at- 
tacks the integrity of its news service 
and its faithful observance of the law 
can bé estabHshed in the minds of cer- 
tain agitators-and livelers,-a great gain 


the public: as.to. a chief source of :its 
news supply. 

So far as The Sun’s complaint is con- 
cerned, it does not seem to us worth the 
paper upon which it is written. Many 
of the facts and letters it prints to-day 
relate to a totally different organization 
—an illinois corporation which has ‘not 
been in existence since 1900. The pres- 
ent Associated Press, let it be said once 
more, is a membership corporation, com- 
prised of certain papers banded together 
for mutual codperation. It fs not a 
profit-making concern, for it seeks and 
makes no profits; it has no stock upon 
which to pay dividends, and does not 
pay interest on the bonds, which are 
held by certain participating newspa- 
pers. It does not even sell news, but de- 
livers its news at cost to members and 
subscribers. No one can buy its news 
over the counter; The Sun tried it, and 
was informed that it must seek mem- 


bership. That it has not applied. for 
such membership is a point of obvious 
interest in connection with its present 
applcation to the Attorney General. The 
Associated Press's officials are respon- 
sible to the membership of more than 
800 newspapers; from them drawn 
the news of the country. If, as The 
Masses charged, The Associated Press is 
merely’ a sewer into which are poured 
lies, dalsifications, and misrepresenta- 
tions of conditions amang the’ working 
people of this peepee —— — Tndicte 
ment lies against e ociated 
newspapers.

It is not educational except 
to instruct in the ways of vice and 
crime. In schools each subject is 
taught to pupils from textbooks on that 
subject. Why attenipt to teach virtue 
through the medium’ of pictures of 
vice? 

This ‘incidént shows the character of 
things that normal clean-minded people 
will always unite in suppressing whether 
it be book, picture or drama.

Further reaction occurred in the stock 
market yesterday. without in ahy way, 
impairing the excellence of the a 
ment demand which has heen sustainin 
the bond market. During January the 
two moved together, both rising sharply, 
but sinceithe first of this month, the de- 
mand for stocks has slackened _while 
that for bonds of high grade has in no 
wise been abated.
